SENATE. 


Eighty-first Day, May 20. 


The Senate passed on third reading 


the bill prohibiting the obstruction of 
navigable waters with wharves, piers 
and jetties. This carried the commit- 
tee's recommendation and amendment 
prohibiting the building or maintain- 
ing of piers, jetties or wharves in any 
harbor, bay or river beyond high1 wa- 
ter mark. The House bill limited such 
building 6r maintenance to beyond low 
water mark. 


Action was postponed to Monday on 


the bill legalizing the manufacture and 
eale of wine from grapes of Hawaiian 
growth. 


There was a unanimous vote in the 


affirmative on the passage at third 
reading of the bill- creating a marine 
park on the east side of the harbor. 


The House bill providing for the es- 


tablishment of cemeteries passed third 
reading. . 


At 10:15 o'clock the Senate adjourn- 


ed to Monday. 


HOUSE. 


The Appropriation bill was brought 


up for consideration. 


Rep. Gear presented the following 


majority report of the Committee on 
Health and Education on items in Sen- 
ate bill 5. 


Salary of traveling and normal in- 


atactor $6,000. 


Traveling expenses of normal In- 


structor $500. 


1 agree with the above report in the 


main, but object to the .$600 allowed 
for traveling expenses of normal in- 
structor at a salary'of $6,000 this officer 
•would have ample means for travel- 
tag expenses. 


Eep. Loebenstein propounded . the 


following to the Minister of the In- 
terior: 


.Kindly state what agreement was 


entered into by your department and

(The items under the head of De- 


partment of Public Instruction were 
taken up for consideration. The report 
of the majority of the committee was 
adopted so that now the omce of De- 
puty Inspector is done away with and 
that of Normal Inspector is substitnf.- 
ed. He will have a salary of $6,000 
and will have $500 for traveling ex- 
penses. 
Rep. Atkinson wanted this 


item stricken out but his recommenda- 
tion was not considered. 


When the consideration of the Item 


"Pay of sub-agent, First District 
$3,000," was taken up, Rep. Loeben- 
stein moved to place the words "anc 
clerk" after the word "sub-agent 
This would of course do away with 
the next item of $1,200 for "Pay of 
clerk, First District" Rep. Loeben- 
stein said that, for the work done by 
the present incumbent, $3,000 was am- 
ple. He did not work more than three 
days in a week for the Government 
Outside of this he received money by 
•work performed, such as in Olaa. 


Hep. Richards arose to the floor and 


In about a half mlnuate there was a 
tempest in the teapot, while the Presi- 
dent and four members of the Senate 
sat In the back part of the hall and 
watched developments.

thing tbat took place will be best un- 
derstood by tbe language of Rep 
Richards and the answers of the 
Speaker. 


Rep. McCandless deplored the educa- 
tion of the Asiatics and the Chinese in 
particular, to the deterlment of white 
children and Hawaiians. 


Rep. Achl objected to such expres- 


sions in the House and the bringing 
n of personal antagonistic feelings by 
any member. The Chinese were at 
present paying more toward, the school 
ax than the whites and natives com- 
bined. If what was sought was the 
ixclusion of the Chinese, then they 
hould not be made to pay school taxes. 


Rep. McCandless. moved to adjourn 


but the majority were, for going on 
with the business. The Items under 
he Department of Public Instruction 
were finished and at 12:10 p. m. the 
House took a recess until 2:30 p. m. . 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion Minister Cooper presented the 
'ollowing answers of Attorney General 
Smith to questions propounded by Rep. 
McCandless regarding certain persons 
at the Leper Settlement. 


'The patients named have been or- 


dered to be brought to Honolulu for re-

Reading of the Appropriation bill re-

Some of the members began using 


names in the consideration of certain 
tmes. Reps. Paris and Gear both ob- 
ected to this. The office and the 
amount of work to be done should be 
taken as a basis on which to reckon 
he salaries.

When it came to the consideration of

Speaker finally declared the House ad- 
journed.

of the court we find that the clerks 
of several circuits are working on to 
make new records of all the courts; 
but we believe the original records of 
the other circuits ought to be kept 
in Honolulu where the people can get 
all information they need In short 
time, and where the chief clerk con- 
trols them at all times; the committee 
also believing that this Legislature 
will make an appropriation for a fire- 
proof vault in the Department of the 
Judiciary."

SAYS THEY ARE BEING DRIVEN OUT 


She Complains of the Influx 


Aslatloa—Duty of the Sons 


of Missionaries. 


MR. EDITOR:—I again take my pen 


In hand to write you a few thought 
which should have been expressed be- 
fore this. 


in the first place I wish to thank 


you tor the very kind reception you 
gave my 'previous article, but I have 
'been somewhat surprised that' you 
should have mistaken the source o: 
competition which we Hawaiian wo- 
men dread No—no, we have no fear o 
any other woman robbing us of our 
just share of employment,.It is the al- 
mond eyed celestial who should have 
been 'kept 'at the work for which he 
was originally 'brought into the coun- 
try, who is driving not only us Ha- 
waiians, but every needle woman of 
-whatever nationality she may be to 
the wall. 


I have been thinking since reading 


what you said in comment on my 
^writing, that it is not so much the 
lack of education on -lines to insure 
one's support as it is the constant 
lessening of opportunities for honest 
employment in lines to which we have 
.been educated and it is this that I feel 
obliged to attribute In large measure 
to the unwise policy obtaining in later 
years and sanctioned by the sons of 
missionaries, and • in 
some cases 


'brought about by their own actions. 
I say this without any "feeling of bit- 
terness" towards the missionaries as 
you seem to think judging from what 
.you wrote in your paper April 19th, 
fcnt I say it .with the sadness of heart 
that comes to me through the necessi- 
ties arising from endeavoring to raise 
quite a family under condition such 
as >I have stated before. I can only 
say at this time that it would have 
been different had. the sons followed 
in the footsteps of their (fathers. Some 


•would not be living abroad 


.today drawing dividends from planta- 
tions operated by imported Vassals- 
bat . if they found occasion to leave 
they might have done so with the 
'knowledge of having fulfilled their 
Christian duty and with the sincere 
aloha of those left behind whom by 
•their example they had shown the way 
to a Christian life. 
•we find ourselves 


By their actions 
bearing burdens 


that are not of our creating and too 
often living lives not altogether In 
ikeeping with the teachings received, 
but forced upon our people by the 
uncivilized elements with which we 
are constantly brought in contact 
through this wretched racing after 
more than one needs. Tou seem to 
thinfe that I write In Ignorance of the 
distress that women in crowded cities 
are subject to. 


No, our education has not been 


neglected as to reading and thanks to 
the newspapers I am well aware of 
the distress prevailing in Christian 
and _ civilized communities of America 
and Europe and you must admit that 
this is to the shame of doctrines of 
Christ and the instutions built up 
in His Name, You rightly say that 
we attribute many of our hardships 
to the haole but It is his selfishness 
and disregard of the admonitions of 
Christ in His intercourse with us that 
has created this feeling and not ignor- 
ance of conditions elsewhere as you 
seem to think. 


Now Mr. Editor, why did you copy 


•in the paper April 22d, "A disagree- 
able opinion by the 
Washington 


Star?" You must either avoid printing 
such news or you cannot complain at 
us Hawaiians wailing over our con- 
dition. If a big nation Ifeke the United 
States asks protection for its citizens' 
oread and butter and even a little 
•rugar for their own people instead of 
supporting foreigners, how can you 
feel that we are doing an injustice to 
your people by seeking an opportuni- 
ty to honestly earn enough to 'buy 
•fish and pol and the many necessa- 
ries your education has -brought with 
it. We want foreigners to settle here 
such as will come and make homes 
and live as good or better lives than 
we have been taught to live, but the 
time has come when bringing men 
from Asia must stop or the very greed 


of their fathers, and that they hav 
not done their Christian duty, becaua 
some of them employ "Imported, vas 
sals." Here, again, you do not poln 
out clearly what their Christian duty 
•was, unless It was to prevent Afliati 
immigration. 


4th. 
And. so you ibelleve that'by th' 


action of the "sons," the natives, find 
themselves bearing burdens that are 
not of their own creating, etc. You 
also charge the haole generally, as 
well as the "sons," of failing to ob- 
serve the admonitions of Christ. And 
you, 
with much cleverness, cite th< 


strong feeling in the United .States 
against the competition of the Asia- 
tics. 


You say nothing about the struggle 


for existence all over the .world, ant 
in which very many ot the sons and 
daughters of the missionaries are 
deeply involved,.as well as the natives 
but seem, honestly I am sure, to be 
lieye that the "sons" are especially 
responsible for the hardships of the 
natives 
I 
know 
that 
the 
na- 


tives believe with you In this, to 
some extent. It is precisely the same 
belief that thousands of people have 
all over the world, that their unfor- 
tunate condition is entirely due to 
Some ibody else, and not to their own 
errors and failures. I have seen some 
serious "foread riots" in other places 
owing to their feeling. I do not be- 
lieve that you have carefully studied 
out all of the facts In this case, when 
you make this charge against the 
:sons." 
The visits of Capt. Cook, the greed 


and speculations of your < chiefs in 
sandal wood, during the early days, 
the annual visits of thousands of 
reckless whalemen, the crowds of na- 
tive women nocking to this port for 
immoral purposes during the whaling 
season, the thriftless habits of the na- 
tives regarding their lands, the volun- 
tary giving up of fishing, and taro 
planting to the Asiatics, the wide- 
spread use of gin, and, above all, the 
loolish desire of the natives to aban- 
don their lands, and live In the city, 
have done more to make the condition 
of the natives unfortunate that any 
failure of duty on the part of the sons 
of missionaries. Your own rulers, in 
time past, have repeatedly told the 
people that unless they were indus- 
rlous, and thrifty, and abandoned gin, 
they would go to the wall. Now, 
when they are at the wall, as you say, 
do you think it fair to charge the 
•sons" with responsibility for .it? 


There Is not a native today, who la 


capable of working, that cannot get 
t somewhere on the Islands if he real- 
y desires to. Mr. W. G. Irwin tells 
me, and he has much aloha for the 
native that he directs that natives 
ihall be employed in the loading and 
unloading of sugars, in preference to 
all others, and he says, further, that 
he is not able as a rule to get all the 
men he wishes. But generally the na- 
ive will not leave the city. He does 
not wish to cultivate land. He can find 
abundance of it on Hawaii, now, tout 
he will not take it 
He prefers Ho- 


nolulu. The "sons" living here make. 
1 a point to give him employment, but 
you would not like to see in print 
what their experience'is, even when 
.hey pay double prices for native lalb- 
or. 


Now, 
what would you • have the 


'sons" do? Let the native forsake the

and live In the town at the mission- 
aries' expense? 
In other countries, 


he greater part of the poverty in the 
cities is due as it is here to the de- 
ire of all classes of people to live in 
he cities and have a gobd time of it, 
ven if they do suffer. 
I know that whenever a native is 
hrifty, and tries to save his money, 
and gets a nice home, a lot of thrftt- 
ess loafers, male and female, -at once 
.addle themselves upon Aim, and eat 
lim out of house and home, if they 
can, 
and they usually • do. 
Do you 


wish the "sons" to take up and sup- 
x>rt these loafers? If you would only 
ell me, just what these sons ought to 
o, I would understand the situation, 
As to the native women, the case is 


much more serious than that of the 
men, 
in many ways. 
Owing to the 


ast, unnatural preponderence of men 
ver women, In numbers, on these Isl- 
nds, 
there is a condition of things 


which Inevitably creates social aboml- 
nattonsv to an extent that is not real- 
zed. 
It is a violation of the laws of 


Jvillzatlon, and makes moral progress 


the people impossible. For their, 


jart in aiding and permitting this 
bominable system the "sons" cannot 
scape responsibility. But as the mat- 
er was not In their control, they are 
ot more responsible for It than the 
taole's generally, or the natives them- 
elves.

Jecision on a Demurrer Fotbt in 


a Wharf Case. 


Judge Stanley has rendered thfrfol- 
owing decision in the injunction.suit 
of the Government vs. the Oahu Rail- 
way and Land Company:

"In this -case the defendant" Tinter- 
osed a demurrer to the plaintiff's 
ill, which demurrer was by the Court 
>verruled on March 23, 1898, on 4he. 
ground; inter alia, that the bill con- 
ained certain allegations of facts- 
which could not be decided at that 
stage. One of these allegations was 


the effect that the use to which 


the plaintiff intended to put the prem- 
ses in controversy was a more neces- 
ary public use than that tor which 
ley were sought to be condemned, by 
ie Company. This, the plaintiff con- 
ended, was a conclusion of law, but 
he Court held that it was an allega- 
on of fact requiring proof. On the 
rial of the cause the plaintiff intro- 
uced certain correspondence between 
he parties prior to March 15, .1890,- 
at- date of the lease between^ the par- 
es of the premises in question,-and 
hereupon rested. 
. 


The defendant introduced evidence, 


tie purport of which was to deny the 
superior use of the plaintiff In .the 
remises, and rested. This evidence 
he plaintiff refused to cross-examine, 
and at the close of defendant's cue 
onsented in open court to a formal 
ecree toeing entered against him, dis- 
missing the bill. 


"The Court In its decision on the 
emurrer ruled that the lease above 
eferred to did not in itself constitute 
waiver on tie part of the defendant 
t its right subsequently to condemn 
he demised premises. 


'In view of the plaintiff's consent 


o a formal decree against him, I 
lave not considered the question as 
D -whether the correspondence Intro- 
uced by him doe* or does not show 
uch waiver. 


Upon such consent I hold that the 
.•inlltTs Wll should be dismiswd 


with costs. Decree accordingly."

A fire broke out on the American 
hip May Flint, well -known In'Hono- 
ulu, on the night of the 5th, says the 
Kobe Chronicle of the 7th, and proved 
a moat difficult one to extinguish. It 
was 9 p. m. when the ship was dis- 
covered to be on lire, end Mr. Sim as 
lopertntendent at the Settlement ETlre 
Jrigade being at once apprised of the 
outbreak called but his men. Two 
ramps were put aboard lighters and 
taken to the -ship, where work was at 
once commenced, but It was* soon 
found that more pumps were needed, 
and these were brought out by lighters 
towed by Mr. Sim's launch. Firemen 
-were stationed in the' 'tween decks 
with the'hose, but failed to make any 
impression upon the:fire, which, des- 
pite their efforts, m&e headway. At 
4 o'clock- In the morning the firemen 
were driven Out of the 'tween decks 
by the intensity of the neat . and 
smoke. It was then .decided to beach 
the ship. Mr. Sim's launch and .two 
launches belonging to Messrs. Nickel 
& Co., which had been standing by, 
towed the vessel by the stern down the 
bay and beached her in 3% fathoms of 
water. " 


All this time.the pumps had been 


kept going continually, ami now, in 
order that more effectual work might 
be done, the yards were all swung on 
the-port side and the ships was listed. 
A large hole had been made in. the 
port side/of the ship, land the launches 
now tugging at lines fastened to masts 
pulled the Vessel over .with the object 
of filling her with water. Still the 
fire could not easily be extinguished 
'because of the two -water-tight com- 
partments, but at 11 o'clock the fire 
was at last reported to be out 


Pumping, however, was continued 


and .at 12 o'clock it was discovered 
after about 100 cases of terosene had 
been removed that the ship was burn- 
ing still. While part of the fire bri- 
gade continued work at the pumps the 
other cut holes in the water-ttght 
compartments, and at -4 o'clock, when 
the ship had got 32 feet of water in 
her, the fire was considered to have 
been completely extinguished. She Is 
now filled with water to within two 
inches of the deck. . 


It has not yet; 'been ascertained how 


the. fire, originated or in what part of 
the ship". The: cargo was kerosene oil, 
•but evidently the oil had not been ig- 
nited, or the only thing to have been 
done would have been to tow her out 
into the middle of the bay and let her 
blaze.
